Mr. F, Falkner Carter, in charge of the 
clophants attached to the Royal Bolgian ex- 
pedition into Africa, gives the following ox- 
citing acoount of a sudden encounter which 
ho Nad with lions at Kerlma, Central Africa, 
at which place ho and his carayan of one 
hundred and eighty men had arrived. In a 
letter rocelved from him by the last mail, 
dated from that station, he mentions the dif- 
ficulties he had experienced in procurin, 

animal food for his men.‘ Our only food, 

ho says, ‘‘ consists of Indian corn, pounded 
between two stones, with a good share of 
sand, and only salt with it, It is well to 
have even this, but still, men accustomed 
all their lives to good animal food can not 
live on such poor fare, and so I go out every 
second or third day with my gun and kill a 
zebra, cland, water-buck, etc. Ono of any 
of these cnables us to live in clover for a 
single day. A recent oxpedition of this kind, 
however, nearly cost me my life.

My first shot was at a gir- 
affe, into whom I put two bullets, and then 
followed him over hill and dale until noon, 
when heat, thirst, and want of food obliged 
me to give up tho chase, After smoking a 
pipe and taking some rest I was off again ; 

The 
zebra, I should mention, is the best meat in 
Africa. Rather disheartened, and prioving 
for the poor hollow-eyed fellews I shoul 
meot on my return, for whom I had nothing 
in the shape of food, I turned toward camp, 
and just at 3.30, p. m., a fine boar dashed 
past me.

Projected Race of Homing 
Traite of the Carrier Bird.

of sport, Horae-racing is good enough, but 
this is beyond tho reach of the masses of the 
sporting gontlomen whose asceticism has 
perforce been compelled to run in the direc: 
tion of bull-dogs and game roosters. But a 

ojudice against theso popular sources of 
diversion has rather caused them to take a 
back seat, and a new idol has for months 
past been slowly but surely moving forward 
to the goal of popular preference. This is 
nothing more nor leas than the pigeon,— 
Don’t let it be understood that it is the 
time-honored pigeon that has figured for so 
long, and to his cost, in shooting-matchos. 
Tho pigoon in question is a more lucky bird. 
Ho is called the homing pigeon, whose feats 
in carrying mossages aro not entirely un- 
heard of in this country and Europe. Noth- 
ing is perhaps less understood than the 
manner of sending a message by the carrier 
sigeon. If a message is purposed to be sent 
rom New York to Phi nde) hia by a pig- 
con the pigeon must be a Philadelphia birc 
if from Philadelphia to Harrisburg the pig- 
con must be a Harrisburg bird, and so on in 
all cases, It is the bird's love of home that 
is the guarantee of the safe delivery of a 
message. Still, there are risks to be run, 
A bird Jet loose in the fog is apt to loose its 
way, and, again, in flying a great distance, 
if it stops to rest, it may be shot. Some 
homing birds are more intelligent than 
others, havo greater discernment and endur- 
ance, and manage to find their way home 


from long distances dospite bad weather and 
a wild country, In Belgium, which pigeon 
raising ranks first in the world, the fanciers 
have pigeon carrying and pigeon racing down 
toascience. The Bost breed in the world 
for long and rapid flight are the Antwerp 
carricrs, as they are called there, which 
means the homing pigeon in this country. 
The annual pigeon races of Belgium are 
events of as much importance there as the 
great horse-races in England or France. 

housands of pigeons are transported hun- 
dreds of miles out of Belgium into France 
or Italy—every set of birds having its ow- 
ner's private mark branded on its wing— 
and at some given point they are all let 
loose together, and thus the race begins, 
The birds, after being released, ascend in 
circles, flying round and round, cach circle 
getting larger and taking them further away, 
until they get to a certain height, when 
they suddenly dart off straight as an arrow 
in the right direction for home, At the 
other ond of the line account is talfen of the 
timo they arrive at their coops, and in this 
way the birds who make the best time are 
known, Sometimes, in long flights of cight 
hundred or nine hundred miles, out of fivo 
hundred birds not two-thirds of them will 
return, Tho others will get lost in the fog, 
or alight for rest and be killed, the former 
being the most probable. 

To no other thing living has the old max- 
im—‘ Nothing succeeds like success""—such 
a practical application as in the case of the 
carrier pigeon, Birds that come home from 
long distances aro recognized as belonging to 
a good breed, and the more difficulties they 
buffet and overcome the more glory awaits 
them when their trialis over, On the other 
hand, birds that are apt to be lost easily are 
not valued highly. It is the practice of pig- 
con-fanciors in Belgium, in order to keep up 
the standard of their breed, to take a num- 
ber of their birds a considerable distance 
from home and there let them loose. The 
good birds will return, while the worthless 
‘ones will be lost. This will be repeated two 
or three times, until all the weak and use- 
leas birds have been eliminated and none but

Wild Pigeons in Michigan. 


Tho Filght of Millions towards the North 
How thoy Build their Nosts. 
Somothing more than four weeks ago the 
bionnial flight of pigoons to the woods of 
Northern Michigan, for whioh the hunters 
had long been watching, commenced. Theso 
birds on their journeyings from (tha South 
to the far North stop every two years for 
two or three nestings in Michigan, usually 
coming in immense numbers. On the altor- 
nate years, when beoch-nuts are not abun- 
dant in this State, thoy take somo other 
couray in their northward flight, Formerly, 
their first nesting was in Allegan or Ottawa 
|County. Of lato they have genorally sottled 
firat in Shelby, Oceana county, and later in 
the season in Benzie and Emmet countios, 
‘Pwo! years ago thoy nkipped [both Oceana 
and Bonzie Counties, and nested first in 
Emmet, near Potoskey, This yoar their first 
flight was to the samo section, but they soon 
discovered that they had been fooled by the 
warm weather furthor south, Tho weather 
about Petoskey was still cold, the bay was 
frozen over, tho snow was dcop in the woods, 
the prospect for good feeding was bad, and 
afte wday or two of apparent irresolution 
and many erratic flights, the birds, as if by 
common consont, took their course to the 
neighbourhood of Platte River in Benzie 
County, As a local publication stated at 
tho timo, ‘thoy camo in clouds, millions up- 
on millions, It scomed as if the entire 
world of pigeons was concentrating at this 
point, The air was full of thom, and the 
sun shut out of sight, and still they camo, 
millions upon millions moro,” They spread 
over an area of more than fifteen yes in 
length, and 6 to 8 miles wide, and the pros- 
Pee for o time was that the nesting would 
the most extensive ever known in tho 
State. The news speedily reached all parts 
of the Stato, and it is said that in a fort- 
night's time 3,000 hunters—professionals, 
amateurs, greenhorns — had invaded the 
country from all directions, surrounding and 
ponetrating the nesting-grounds, 
It was noticed, however, by old hunters 
that tho birds did not settle down to domes- 
tic lito as quickly as possible.

A Race for’a Bride. 


At Pollockyille, N. C., a novel wedding 
occurred recently, Messrs, John Miller and 
Alexander Bibb, two well-to-do young

Tho Deop Blue Soa. 


Some Measures Which Toll What Its Ac- 
tual Depth Is. 

Somo interesting results of recent deop- 
#ea explorations were goncitely stated in a 
late lecture at the Royal Institution, I 
don. Four-clovenths, or nearly three-fou 
of tho carth is covered by sea. Tho ave 
dopth of the ocoan is, according to the latost 
caloulations of Mr, Otto Krummoll, abont 
1,577 fathoms, or somowhat over two miles. 
Tho greatest depth known to oxiat was dis- 
covered by the United States ship Tuscaro- 
ra, near the Kurile islands, in the northeast 
Pacific. Itin 4,655 fathoms, or about five 
miles and a quarter. ‘Tho highest mountain 
existing is of about the same height as the 
deopest soa is deop. Mount Evorot is 4,833 
fathoms in height, 
over, is the total yolum 
above sea level, in proportion to the vast 
cavity occupied by the soa, that, were this 
cavity ompticd of its water, the whole of 
the land now above sea level could bo shov- 
elled into it twenty-two and a half times 
over, before it would bo filled up to the 
presont sea lovel. 

Nevertheless, the depth of the oceans, 
great as it is, 1s as nothing in comparison 
with tho vastnoss of surface, As Mr, Croll 
has said, the oceans, in relation to their su- 
perficial area, aro as shallow as a shoot of 
water one hundred yords in diameter, and 
only an inch in depth, The sides of the oce- 
an basins are not at all stecp. ‘They are 
mostly so inclined that an ordinary locomo- 
tive could ran up them in a straight line 
with case, Their inclination is not usually 
more than three or four degrees, or less, 
Around somo oceanic islands the slopo is 
greater. The steepest slope known is at 
Bermuda, where thero is an inclination of

How the French Noyelist Looks and 
Works. 


M. Zola’s manner of working is just euch 
as one might imagine from a careful exami- 
nation of his works, The ‘‘ Rougon-Mac- 
quart” are the developments of a serios-of 
Sx periienay an hysiologtwal deductions, 
Zola writes a book in order to study such 
and such morbid states and temperaments, 
There is hardly any plot. Zola himself says 
that there is none at all. He builds up the 
scaffolding in two or three hours, and then 
begins a process of reporting. Having fixed 
upon a scene, he visits the street, the house, 
and the very rooms where he intends to 
lodge his characters, He studies their trade 
and their language, and records the results 
of his observations in his note-books, For 
example, for the ‘*Faute de l’'Abbe Mou- 
ret,” he made a little note-book labelled ; 
“ Ornaments ee ” (church ornaments), 
The pages are full of notes about ecclesiasti- 
cal matters, and extracts from theological 
works, For tho famous ‘‘Assommoir,” M. 
Zola made plans of the Rue de la Goutte d’ 
Or, of the memorable promenade of the wed- 
ding party through tho Louvre museum, 
and, in short, of all the places in which the 
events of his books are located. Each per- 
sonage, too, has a note-book devoted to 
what peau be called his physiology. More 
note-books, bearing the word ebauche 
(sketch), contain each proposed chapter of 


the book condensed into four pages. Such 
are the materials out of which Zola 


constructs, spins, or builds his com- 

ete novel. He works four hours a 
day, from 9 o'clock in the morning until 1, 
during which time he writes in large school- 
boy hand the amount of some five printed 
pages ; the noxt day ho adds five more, and 
80 on with the steadiness and regularity of 
a machine until the volume is finished, Ho 
then makes a few corrections, very few, 
and carrios his annual tribute to the publish- 
er. In the evening he corrects his proofs,

Zola is an observer, but his observations 
are made in view of one book, and of one 
book only, He is not, like Balzac and Moli- 
ere, an observer overy day going to the 
very foundation of things.  ‘ Eugenio 
Grandet,” for instance, is the resume of a 
whole life of observatio: Zola, in spite of 
his “naturalist” theories, isolates himself, 
and divines more than he sees, Nothing 
can be imagined more monotonous and mo- 
chanical than the life of this southerner, who 
is cold as the grave. Ho leaves nothing to 
chance, His inspiration is regulated by 
the hands of the clock.» In the morning he 
is an inspired novelist, in tho afternoon an 
inspired journalist ; botwoen whiles ho eats 
a heavy breakfast, aud takes a nap as prosa- 
ically as a retired grocor, Mothodical and 
confident in himself he pays no heed to tho 
clamour of tho world around him.

Joseph Hume?” Dickens’ perception of the 
essential non-attractivencss of the quality, 
according to this writer, led him to deal 
sparingly with common sense in tho con- 
struction of his most interesting character, 
He ‘‘nover once makes much of a man of 
storling good sense in all his novels.” ‘The 
only exception to this is inthe caso of Sam 
Wollor, and the interest which is formed in 
him is not so much in his good senso as his 
jokes. ‘* Ho chooses something approaching 
““ to deficiency to make a fuss about.—Tom 
“Pinchs’ dreamy unworldliness, or little 
“Nell’s enthusiastic dovotedness, or Mr, 
“Toot’s idiotic good nature.” " 
Tho startling conclusion to which this 
reasoning seems to point, is that the most 
lovable,people are a sort of half fools. Or, 
to express it in the writer's own words, 
“tho fact is, common sense, as such, is not 
essentially attractive.” Even when persons 
possessing this quality are found to be at- 
tractive, we are given to understand, thoy 
are attractive in spite of it rather than on 
account of it; or at least that the attractive 
feature is something else than it, ‘ Com- 
‘monacnse, even when it approaches genius, 
casts no brilliancy over anything ; but the 
“light which is to fascinate human nature 
“must have some brilliance or other of its 
g It is admitted indeod that common 
senso is the condition of much that is attrac- 
tivo, though it is not attractive itself, Itis 
helpful, and helpfulness is attractive ; but 
‘taken without that passion of sympathy 
“and serviceableness which transforms 
“common sense into an instrument of heal- 
ng, it is like common daylight, when the 
‘gun is overclouded, which throws no charm 
‘over anything, but simply shows you that 
“itis here.” 
Now all this is true enough; but it hap- 
pens to be—unfortunately for tho originality 
and profundity of the writer—truth that no- 
body with suiicient thoughtfulness and in- 
telligonce, one would think, to be a reader 
of a journal so pretentious as our great 
transatlantic contemporary ever doubted. 
What does it mean, but that the heart of a 
man is, by common consent of the race,more 
important than his head, and that it is not 
his intellectual endowments, so much as 
his moral and gpiritual qualities that makes 
him an object of either attraction or repul- 
sion to his fellow creatures? A man ma‘ 
have common sense, or, more properly,sound- 
ness of judgment, which appears to be the 
quality which the writer of thearticlein ques- 
tion appears to have had in view,and yet he 
may be destitute of cither refinement or 
delicacy of feeling. ‘Though it may restrain 
him from doing anything that is grossly im- 
proper, it can neither make up for the lack 
of good breeding or the absence of a sympa- 
thetic and loving nature. No amount of 
culture or training can ever make up for the 
want of common sense, but, on the other 
hand, common sense can never fill the place 
of this, or render it unnecessary, Besides, 
common sense may co-exist with a cold hard 
heart, witha selfish or unfeeling nature ; it 
may indeed, when allied with a bad heart, 
become a powerful instrument of oppression. 
Men admire common sense as they admire 
a field the soil of which is deep and rich, 
because they see grand possibilities in it ; 
but whether they become enthusiastic over 
the fruit which it bears will depend entirely 
upon the kind of culture that is bestowed 
upon itand the seed whichis sowedinit. The 
conclusion of the whole matter is, that he 
that would make himself attractive to his 
fellow-creatures, especially if he would 
make himself the object of their friendship 
and affection, must not depend upon his in- 
tellectual endowments, but sedulously cul- 
tivate the heart.

were once men their flesh is not eaten, This 
logend is closely akin to what one reads in 
the fabulous history of carly Arabia about 
Nasnas and the Wabar in the great sandy 
desert. Both these words arc monkey 
names, quite current in the present day, 
though not recognized by the loxicons, The 
Jattor is an apo, the former a monkey with 
atail, Except in this monkey story, I 
could find no trace of the superstitious re- 
jection of the flesh of any avimal, But 
somo kinds of flesh have a magical virtue at- 
tached tothem. A man who suffers in any 
mombor of his body secka a curo by cating 
the corresponding part of a hyena. Tho 
hyena is also caten in the neighbourhood of 
Suez, for a friend of mine who shot one noar 
tho Wells of Moses was requested by tho 
Bedouins to givo them a leg. A similar 
virtue attaches to that of the Gemsbok, 
(Wudheyhy,) o rare species of antelope, 
found farin the interior, When eaten, it 
draws an obstinate bullot from a wound,

So 
few seem to have a kind of vague idea of such 
being the fact with themselves, but the great 
mass have no notion of it whatever, Somo 
of the dullest and most afllictive dispensa- 
tions among one’s friends and acquaintances 
are just the very first to make merry at the 
dull, and to complain of the tedious. ‘hey 
tell with a sort of comical sorrowfulness of 
their sad adventures with bores of the first 
magnitude ; hint how on certain occasions 
they were almost talked to death, or they 
describe, not without personal gusto, how 
they were stopped on the street, button- 
holed, when the thermometer was below 
goro, and thereafter almost frozen to a piece

near his brewery. 
Tho Montreal merchants built the Car of 
Commerce, 163 feet long, 30 fect beam and 
12 fect hold, 50 horse power. Tho Car com 
menced runping in 1816, and of course came 
up and landed her passengers and freight on 
the beach in the harbour. No wharves on 
tho St. Lawrenco this side of Quebec, 
Mr. Molson built his third boat, Lady 
Sherbrooke, in 1817. Her length, 170 feet, 
34 feet beam aud 10 fect hold, with ride 
lever, 63 horse power engine. 

The steam engines for tho above four 
boats were all mado by Bolton & Watt, 
Soho, Eogland,. James Watt, the enginoor 
of that establishment, who invented and ap- 
plied the air-pump and condensor to their 
engines, would not allow more than four 
pounds of steam, and ia place of « pump to 
supply water to the boilers, they wore sup- 
pias bY gravitation, the hand pipe, about 9 
feet high. OL course their engines were all 
of very low pressure indeed. 

In 1819 the first steam ferry boat between 
Montreal and Laprairie commenced running, 
called the Montreal, a small boat, and anen- 
zino about 74 horse power, built by John D. 
Ward, at tho Eagle Foundry. This was tho 
first steam engine built in Canada. 

In the year 1823 the merchants of Mon- 
treal formed a stock company (Tow Boat 
Company) for the purpose of building steam 
tow boats to tow vessels between this port 
and Quebec. The undersigned was anploye 
ed by the Company to build boats for the 
work. The first boat we built, called the 
Horcules, in Mann’s ship yard, which was 
at that time about where H. & A. Allan’s 
office now stands, fitted with an engine of 
100 horse power, built by John D, Ward & 
Co., at the Eagle Foundry. ‘Tho engine was 
on the Bolton & Watt low-pressure princi- 
ee The Hercules commenced towing in 
May, 1824, The first ship, the Margaret, 
Captain Fisher, from Liverpool, was towed 
from Quebec into the port of Montreal, and 
without assistance up the current St. Mary. 

The next boats our Company built were 
the British America, St. George and Cana- 
da, of about 150 horse power each, 

Allow me to mention an unusual move- 
ment of the ice bridge forming on the river 
in 1817 and 1818, The dam formed between 
Boucherville and Varennes, The village and 
fields of Boucherville were flooded with five 
or six feet of water, and the people lost 
most of their cattle, sheep, etc., the weather 
being very cold, the ice very strong, and the 
dam held strong until the water rose very 
high before it gave way. The Boucherville 
islands were so deep under water that the 
steamboats, laid up in winter quarters along-

SCIENTIFIC GOSSIP. 


Boa-burrer, a substance found in bogs in 
the west of Ireland, and supposed by the 
common people of the district to have been 
ordinary butter hidden away ages ago by 
tho fairies, or hastily buried by smugglers, 
is not of animal origin at all, but has been 
shown by Mr, John Plant to be a perfectly 
natural production arising from the decom- 
position of the vegetable matters forming 
The peat, and to belong to the large family 
of mineral resins, or hydrocarbon com- 
younds, of which Dana, in his ‘* System of 
Aineralogy,” describes the composition of 
70 species, 

‘Tie heliograph for military telegraphing 
consists of a 10-inch mirror pivoted so as to 
swing vertically as well as horizontally, A 
little of the silvering is removed from the 
back of the glass, to enable the operator to 
sce from the back of tho instrument the sta- 


tion ho is to signal, A little in front of the 
mirror a red with a movable stud is set up. 
The heliograph is adjusted by bringing the 
small transparent spot in the mirror, the 
movable stud, and the distant station into 
line. In flashing the signals care must be 
taken that the reflections are caught on the 
stud on the rod in front, or thoy will strike 
no widely at the receiving position as to be 
unintelligible, 

A neviewer in Nature calls attention to 
one of the greatest novelties in the construc- 
tion of the permanent way for street rail- 
roads, Glass sleepers, introduced by Mr, 
Lindsay Buckill and Mr, W. Siemens, of 
Dresden, having been tried with such satis- 
faction that it is now proposed to make broad, 
longitudinal sleepers of glass, having a groove 
in the upper aitace) and, so combining in 
themselves the functions of both sleepors 
and rails, do away with the necessity for 
separate iron rails, with their fastenings, 
pone, and other complications. In a paper 
by Dr. Schott, a full abstract of which is 
printed in the recently published ‘* ‘Trana- 
actions of the Institution of Civil Ungineere,” 
England, it is shown that properly tempering 
glass with oil this very brittle substance 
*toan be made, mass for mass, stronger than 
steol practically unbreakable.’ Now, if all 
this is borne out in extensive practical tests, 
the manufacture of glass for railand othor 
purposes will soon reach dimensions which 
will bo startling.

Many are the instances of heroic devotion 
to duty which the history of every nation 
affords, and the phrase ‘* Died on duty ” is 
about the noblest eulogium which can be 
placed about the tomb of any person, no 

tter what may be his rank or profession. 

eldom does it fall, however, to the lot of 
what has been termed tke inferior portion 
of creation to be thus spoken of and remem- 
bered when their brief span of existence is 
gone, and hence it gives us great pleasure to 
record in this Journal, though many years 
after the event, a singular instance of grate- 
ful attachment to duty in the case of so un- 
romantic a creature as a goose. Tho story 
rofors to au interesting relic which is preser- 
ed in a glass case in the Coldstream Guards’ 
orderly-room at Whitehall. It hangs in a 
very appropriate place—namely, between 
the old colours which that famous corpse 
carried on the ficld of Waterloo, and consists 
of the head and neck of a goose, around 
which is a golden collar with the inscription : 
“ Jacob—2nd Battalion Coldstream Guards,” 
Beneath it aro the words, ‘‘ Died on Duty. 
Very few men now serving in the regiment 
aro conversant with the history of this do- 
voted specimen of the feathered tribe, who 
having once volunteered to serve the State in 
the capacity of a sentry, novor deserted his 
post until the great commander, Death, 
rolioved him from duty. 

In 1838, a rebellion broke out in our 
Canadian possessions, and two battalions of 
the Guards were sent thither to assist in 
quolling it, the battalion alroady mentioned 
being one of thom. Both corps occupied the 
Citadel of Quobec, and in thoir turn supplied 
the guards which were ordered to bo mount+ 
ed in ditferont parts of tho town and neigh- 
bourhood. Near one of these guards was a 
{arm-yard whioh had suffered much from the 
ravages of foxos—animala that wore at that 
poriod a great pest to the colonists ; and as 
the farm in question had been suspected of 
being tho meoting-place of tho robols, a 
chain of sontries was placed around it. Ono 
day the sentry whoso duty it was to watch 
tho entrance to the farm had his attention 
attracted by an unusual noise, and on look- 
ing toward the spot whenco it proceoded, he 
beheld a fine goose fleecing towards him 
closcly pursued by a fox, His first impulec 
was to fave ashot at the lattor; but this 
would have alarmed the guard, and brought 
condign punishment on him for giving 
‘also alarm. He was coiupolled, thorefore, 
to romain a silont spectator of tho scone, 
whilo every atop brought the reynard noaror 
to his proy. In tho hoight of its dospair, 
tho poor bird ran its hoad and neck between 
tho logs of tho soldier, in its frantic on- 
deavour to reach the refuge which the sentry- 
box could afford; and at tho same moment 
tho wily fox made a desperate grab at tho 
Koos but too late, for ere he could got a 
foathor botwoen his tooth, the roady bayonet 
of the sontinel had passed through his body, 
The poor goose, by way of showing its 
gratitude to its preserver, rubbed its head 
his logs, and mado other equally 
curious domonatrations of joy ; nor could ft 
over bo prevailed upon to quit the post, but 
walked up and down day after day with each 
succcasive sontry that waa placed thero until 
tho battalion loft Canada, when tho goose 
was brought away with it as a regimental 
to England.

Closer and closer they stole up towards the 
post, the thick snow which lay on the ground 
completely deadening the sound of their 
footsteps. But just as two of their number, 
one on cach side of the sentry-box, were 
preparing with uplifted knife to spring upon 
the unsuspecting man, the bird made a grand 
effort, rose suddenly on its wings, and swept 
round the sentry-box with tremendous force, 
flapping its wings right in the faces of the 
would-be assassins, They were astounded, 
and rushed blindly forward; but the sentry, 
fully aroused to his danger, bayoneted one 
and shot at the other as he was ruoning 
away. Meanwhile, the other conspirators 
approached to the assistanco of their col- 
leagues; but the bird repeated its tactics, 
aud enabled the sentry to keep them at bay 
until the guard—whom the firing of his 
musket had alarmed—came upon tho scene 
and made them flee for their lives. 
When this incident became known, poor 
old Jacob was the hero of the garrison ; and 
the officers subscribed for and purchased tho 
golden collar which the bird afterwards wore 
until the day of his death. 
Jacob bore well the discomforts of the 
voyage to England on board a ship which 
which was noted for her rickety condition, 
and which was within an ace of being lost in 
a tremendous storm that overtook her. On 
the arrival of the regiment in London, the 
bird resumed its old duties with the sentinels 
posted at the barrack gates ; and it was ex- 
ceedingly amusing to watch its movements 
as it walked proudly up and down with the 
sentry, or stood to ‘attention ” bemde the 
box when tho latter was saluting a passing 
officer or guard. The feathered hero was 
well fed and cared for, and a circular bath 
filled with water was always at its disposal. 
Children wore its especial favourites, as they 
used to bring the creature all kinds of food ; 
but Jacob would never tolerate any liberties 
except when, in military parlance, he was 
“standing easy.” For many years Jacob 
seemed to bear a charmed life; but he was 
at length run over by a van in the narrow 
ateway which formed the entrance to old 
Portman Strect Barracks, and had one of his 
logs broken. Every effort which kindness 
and skill could suggest was made to save 
this extraordinary bird; but it was of no 
avail, and he died like a true English 
soldier, at the post of duty, after a ‘‘sentry- 
go” of no leas than twelve years, The body

New York, May 29,—The steamship Al- 
hambra, Captain McElhenny, of the Crom- 
well Line, which arrived at this port on 
Tuesday from Halifax, brought among her 

assengers two officers and thirteen men be- 
longing to the Norwegian bark Goodran, 
wrecked among the icebergs off the Banks of 
Newfoundland on the 3rd of May. Tho 
Goodrun was bound from Drammen, Nor- 
way, to Quebec, in ballast, and sailed on 
the 3rd of April. She experienced heavy 
weather all the way to the Banks, and 
there encountered fogs and ice besides. Her 
officers report that on tho 30th of April 
eleven icebergs were in sight, and on the 
following day she was completely surround- 
ed by masses of floating ice. On that day the 
Sind Blawe heavily, and her rudder was car- 

ried away, so that she was rendered help- 
less. Hurled about among tho huge frag- 
ments of ice, she was every moment indanger 
offoundering. Her bow andsides wore chated 
and stove in, and, to add to the horror of the 
situation, when the fog lifted, she was found 
to be near a rocky coast, with the gale still 
at its height and blowing towards the shore. 
‘The sea was breaking over her, and at times 
sho was on hor beam ends, That she would 
be blown upon the rocks was inevitablo, 
but before reaching the shore sho stuck 
and grounded. As the sea continued to 
break over her, the captain and crew were 
compelled to take to the rigging, where they 
remained two days and nights before the 
were rescued, Tho men desoribo their suf- 
ferings during this time as awful in tho ox- 
treme. ‘Lhey were drenched with water, 
almost frozen with the cold, which was in- 
tense, and completely exhausted from the 
want of food and drink. At length thoy 
wore rescued by somo fishormon belonging 
to St. Pierro, Miquelon, and carried to that 
Salata aon tw toh thoy made thoir way to 

Halifax. Thence thoy were sent to this port 
by tho Swedish Consul, and from hero they 
Will bo compelled to ship on somo outgoing 
vessel in order to reach their homes at 
Drammen. ‘The Goodrun went to picces 
soon aftor the crow wero rescued. 

Aftor tho arrival of the Alhambra at hor 
dock a roportor went on board to verify the 
story of tho sufforings of the crew of tho 

oodrun from their own lips, In thoir brok- 
en English thoy gave an account of their 
hardships and tho dangors through which 
they had passod, and although it was no 
easy mattor to follow thom in their dosorip- 
tions tho scono itself loomed up vividly be- 
fore the mind, The icebergs cach of them 
a huge palace of silver, the galo blowing 
with a fury known only on tho banks of 
Nowfoundland, tho fogs hanging like a cur- 
tain between soa and sky and the helploss 
barque dashing against tho ico or rushing to» 
ward tho shore woro all parta of a picturo 
which the mate of the Goodrun painted in 
words that wore only mado intolliglblo by 
oxprossivo gosturos. ‘Thon the two days in 
the rigging, expecting that each moment 
would be the Iast—oold, hungry, oxhauatod 
and almost welcoming death as a reloaso 
from tho horrors of such a hold upon life, 
All this tho mate told over and over again, 
whilo the others joined with a word, a look 
or a gesture.

Fight Turkey 
(New York Times.) 

Albania, which is now in open revolt 
against Turkey, all the northern portion of 
the territory being in arms, has always bon 
sotte for the turbalent; and bellioose fears 
acter of its inhabitants, It is a province of 
European Turkey, extending nearly three 
hundred miles along the Adnatic and Ionian 
Seas, its breadth varying from forty to 100 
miles, It is bounded on the north 
tonogro and Bosnia, on the east b 
and the ancient Provinces of Moesia 


donia and Thessaly, and on the south by the 


modern Kingdom of Greece. Nearly ‘coin 
ciding with the ancient Epirus, the mountain- 
ous ridge once known as the Pindus consti- 
tutes its indefinite northern and castorn 
confines, ‘Tho country is gonorally rugged, 
and intersected with clovated ranges from 
4,000 to 8,000 fect. While Albania is nomi- 
nally under the control of Turkish Pashas 
the people aro too fierce and warlike to brook 
Spores and many of the tribes are virtu- 
ally independent, They are all erect, mus- 
cular, active and strongly attached to their 
nationality. Their attire ix picturesque, 
even fantastic; their dwellings are neat, 
usually connected with a garden, and their 
modo of living is simple. Their weapons are 
two pistols, a cutlass, sabro, and a long 
muskot, and they have always beon tho best 
soldiors in the Turkish Army. Although the 
country has sovoral times changed its name, 
its rulers and its boundaries, it has never

Seeing by Telegraph. 


Speaking of the sealed account of an in- 
vention for ‘‘secing by telegraphy,” deposit- 
ed by Prof. Graham Bell, Prefs. Perry and 
Ayrton describe a plan which was suggested 
to them three years ago, more immediately 
by a picture in Punch, and governed by Mr. 
Willoughby Smith’s experiments. Tho 
transmitter consisted of a large surface made 
up of yory small square pieces of selenium, 
one ond of each piece being connected by an 
insulated wire with the distant place, and 
the other end with the ground. The object 
whose image was to be sent by telegraph 
was to be illuminated very strongly, and is 
means of a lens a very large image was to be 
thrown on the surface of the transmitter, 
If, they reasoned, each little piece of sileni- 
um forms part of a circuit in which there is 
a constant vlectro-motive force, the current 
passing through each piece will depend on 
its illumination, and, therefore, the strength 
of the electric current in each telegraph line 
would depend on the illumination at its ex- 
tremity. The receiver was, as first conceiy- 
ed, a collection of magnetic needles, the 
movements of which—as in the ordinary 
noodle telegraph—were to be controlled by 
the electric current passing through the 
particular telegraph wire with which it was 
in connection, Each magnet, by its meve- 
ment, was te close or open an aperture 
through which light passed to illuminate the 
backiotin shost of frosted glassswHere wore 
were as many of these illuminated squares as 
of silenium squares, and as the illumination 
of exch receiving square depends on tho 
strength of the current in its circuit, and 
this current again depends on tho illumina- 
tion of the selenium af tho other ond of the 
wire, tho image of a distant object might in 
this way be transmitted, as a mosaic, by 
electricity. ‘This method was not only com- 
plicated and liable to derangement, but very 
expensive on its face, Prof, Porry and 
Ayrton next proposed to turn fe account 
Dr. Kerr's discovery of the rotation of tho 
plane of polarization of light from the pole 
of a magnet. It is to be hoped that Prof, 
Graham Bell's registered invention is a great 
deal better than any of these or any other 
mere theoretical hints. If Mr. Boll is as 
fortunate in sending light by wire as he has 
been in transmitting articulate speech, the 
world will be deeply indebted to him. One 
cannot blame Mr, Bell for keeping his inven- 
tion secret until it is perfected, when one 
considers the treatment he r ved when

Memory. 


The mystery of memory lies in the appar- 
ent immediateness of the mind’s contact 
with the vanished past. In ‘looking back” 
on our life, we seem to ourselves for the mo- 
ment to rise above the limitations of time, 
to undo its work of extinetion. seizing again 
the realities which its onrushing stream had 
borne far from us. Memory is a kind of 
resurrection of the buried past ; as we fix our 
retrospective glance on it, it appears to start 
anew into lifo; forms arise within our minds 
which, we feel, faithfully represent the 
things that were. We do not ask for any 
proof of tho fidelity of this dramatic repre- 
sentation of oyr past history by memory. It 
is seen to be a faithful imitation, just be- 
cause it is felt to be a revival of the past. 
To seek to make tho immediate testimony of 
memory more sure seems absurd, since all 
our ways of describing and illustrating this 
mental operation assume that in the very act 
of performing it we do recover a part of our 
scomingly ‘* dead selves.” To challenge the 
veracity of a person’s momory is one of the 
boldest things one can do in the way of at- 
tacking deep-seated conviction, Memory is 
the peculiar domain of the individual. In 
going back in recollection to the scenes of 
other years he is drawing on the secret store- 
house of his own consciousness, with which 
a stranger must not intermeddle. Philo- 
sophers commonly distinguish memory as 
mediate knowledge of something absent, 
from perception as immediate knowledge of 
something present, Yet people are wont to 
fool just as certain of the oneas of the other, 
Indeed, it may almost be said that a man 
more easily brooks a critical investigation of 
an act of perception than of anact of récol- 
lection. Perception has to do with our com- 
mon objective world, und we allow others to 
have their say about the impressions it pro- 
duces, Most people are willing, to some ox- 
tent, to regulate and correct their individual 
perceptions of external objects by others! 
preceptions, And hardly anybody is so ob- 
stinate as to refuse to reimspect an object in 
deference to an assurance by others that 
what he thinks he has seen differs from the 
reality, But with respect to matters of 
recollection people are apt to bo much more 
dogmatic, ‘To cast doubt on a man’s mom- 
ory is commonly resented as a rado imperti- 
nence. It looks like an attempt of another 
to walk into the strictly private apartment 
of his own mind, Even if the challenger 
professedly bases his challenge on the testi- 
mony of his own memory, tho challenged 
party is hardly likely to allow the right of 
comparing testimonies. He can in most 
cases boldly assert that those who differ from 
him are lacking in his power of recollection, 
Tho past, in becoming the past, has for most 
people coased to be a common object of 
reference ; it has become a part of the indi- 
vidual’s own innor self, and cannot be easily 
dislodged or shaken.

Prof, Jager regards man »s a threofold be- 
ing, made up of a body, or purely physical, 
matter; spirit, or that which is absolately 
immaterial and transcendant ; and soul, or 
connecting link between the body and spirit.

Perer Grup sold his share in aniron mine 
at Cornwall, Pa,, reserving the right to enter 
upon the premises for ever and take there- 
from sufficient ore for the supply of ono fur- 
nace. That was almost a hundred years ago, 
when iron ore was smelted in a somewhat 
crude fasion, and the average yield of a fur- 
nace was 1,500 tonsa year. That was about 
the amount taken by Mr, Grub annually 
during his lifetime, But the process has been 
vastly improved since then, and now a fur- 
nace turns out as much in a single month, 
The question arose, of course, whether the 
heirs of Grub were entitled to as much ore 
as would supply an eighteenth or nineteenth 
century furnace, A lawsuit has been in the 
courts for twenty-four years, employing some 
of the ablest lawyers in the state, The Su- 
preme court has just decided, on appeal, 
that ore can be taken in sufficient quantity 
to supply a furnace of tho present time, 


In the first volume of his memoirs Kos- 
suth refers at some length to the war betweon 
Austria and Italy in 1859, and to the part 
which the Hungarian refugees took in it, 
Prince Napoleon was instructed to enter into 
communication with the Polish and Hungar- 
ian refugees in Paris, and in the course of an 
interview which he had with Kossuth he 
said that the Emperor inteaded to make 
Hungary an independent State, upon the one 
condition that she would select a monarchi- 
cal form of goveroment, Kossuth acqui- 
esced in this, and went so far as to hint that 
the Hungarians would probably, out of grati- 
tude, offer the crown to Prince Napoleon. 
Kossuth also had some conversation with tho 
Emperor with regard to the assistance to be 
given to the Hungarian insurgents, tho Em- 
peror remarking that the princi bstacle 
inthe way of his doinganything was England; 
to which Kossuth replied that, if the Tory 
Government was beaten and France would 
help them, they could count upon England 
remaining neutral. The question of the 
unity of Germany having boen brought up, 
Napoleon III. said, with a quiet smilo, 
“that would nover do, We can get on with 
two Gormanies, but a united Germany would 
not answer our purposes at all,” 

Tue steady decrease in the population of 
France, as indicated by the gradual falling 
off in the birth rato, is again attracting con- 
siderable attention in that country, Ip 
1878 the number of births was below the 
average of the tour previous years, In 1861 
the average was 2.69 por cen in 1868 it 
had sunk te 2,63, and since then a further 
decline took place, until in 1878 it had fall- 
on to . ‘Tho birth rate of France is, in« 

much lower than in any otker Euro- 
pean country, Tho highest rato is that of 
the Gorman Empiro, wher, according to 
the latest returns, it was 4.03 per cent. In 
tho rato is 3.98, and in Austria 3.91 
1t,, hilo in England in 1877 it was 
2 por cont. ‘Tho causes assignod for the 
low rate in f#80 aro the fowor number of 
marriages and the great decline in the num- 
ber of children resulting from these marri- 
ages. Tho proportion of childron to cach 
marriage is dwindling more aud more each 
yoar throughout France, with the exception 
of Britanny and some of tho departments in 
the contre and south, whore the agricultural 
population is under tho aystom of coopora- 
tive farming. Among tho potty tradesmen 
and the well-to-do peasants thoro is seldom 
moro than ono child por marriage; and in 
somo parts of tho country tho avorage is 
ovon less than this, To a certain extent the 
decreauo in population is kept in check by 
tho dooreaso in tho mortality, 
Ir scoms that, in tho midst of a gonoral 
contlagration a Japanose householder oan 
only insuro immunity for his proporty | 
promptly offering a suflfoiont bribe to the 
firomen, When this is dono, the latter aro 
perfootly reokloss as to the destruction of 
other property in oarrying out their contract.

It is therefore to be desired that the sev- 
oral members of the council will imp.tess upon 
these officers of their municipalities the ne- 
cessity for making these returas ¢A° the 
earliest possible period, and particulaty that 
they caution the treasurers not to keep 
back the school accounts and vouchers \t be} 
audited by the township auditors, who shave 
no power to audit said accounts, the audits of 
which is vested solely in the sixty auditors, 
and which ought to be xent to the educati 
department before the first day of May ins 
each year. 

He has also called my attention to the fact 
that some of the assessors perform their very 
important duties in a very loose and im- 
perfect manner, inasmuch that it is made} 
to appear that one municipality or township 
has neither a sheep, a hog nor a dog in it, 
while in other cases the columns for persons 
in families of persons assessed for persons be- 
tween twenty-one and sixty years of age,and 
dogs, etc., are left blank. 

T would therefore recommend this matter 
to the attention of the members of this coun- 
cil, as itis very desirable that these errora 
and omissions should be remedied in future.

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A Slave ?rincess, 


A Story of Slavery in hoe Last Contury— 
Sarah Wilson's <dventures, 


(Newport Cor, Now ‘ork Post.) 

It was a common practic in some of the 
American colonies to sell wite persons into 
slavery for a limited numbe of years; but 
it was not common to term tis sort of ser- 
vitude slavery, although it ws such to all 
intents and purposes, The peson sold was 
called a servant, and the inenture that 
bound him or her during the priod of ser- 
vitude gave the master complte control 
over his servant, with tho rightto punish 
him severely for any offense, or tchunt him 
down if he attempted to escape rom bon- 
dage, Some of the old laws of Virginia 
under this head were harsh in the xtreme, 
and, if they wero rigidly onforcea as we 
may presume was the case, hard indeed 
must have beon the lot of any bad sor- 
vant who incurred the displeasure of his 
master. 

Tho source from which many servats of 
his kind were obtained wore the couts of 
ingland, when it was customary to tans 
port to Amorica prisoners who had jon 
convicted of offences not punishable by 
death, but who were too great offenders to 
bo kept at home in overcrowded jails, Thy 
wero accordingly shipped to the colonies aud 
were sold for a limited numbor of years, usu 
ally seven. An announcement like that 
which follows, which appeared in The Penne 
syloania Gazette as lato ax July 28, 1784, 
was at ono time very common : 

“Just arrived from Londonderry, in the 
brig Poggy, Capt. Stewart, a number of fing, 
healthy mon and women servants, and sor 
small boys, whose times are to be disposod 
of to the best bidders by the captain,, on 
board, or by Campbell & Kingston, on tho 
Wharf.” 

A convict sont to this country in 1711 
created a sonsation for a time, and so oxtra- 
ordinary was her careor that her namo has 
found a place in history. It is true that 
whore it appears in the records of the timos 
itis buta bare mention, but the doxon or 
twonty lines given to hor in Doran's “ Lives 
of the Queens of England, of the Hous of 
Hanover,” show that her adventures in 
America wore the subject of discussion, por- 
haps of mirth, in tho drawing-rooma of 
Queen Charlotte, that briof outline there 
aro a fow errors, Tho story, as I havo beon 
able to gather it from different sources, is as 
follown : 

In August, 1770, a woman who had no 
business there found her way, by means of 
the private stairs, into the apartmonts of 
Queen Charlotte, Entering the room in 
which tho queon and the duchess of Ancas- 
ter woro sitting, sho took a survey of every 
thing thore with tho greatest composure, 
The queen and the duchess wore too much 
alarmed to 1 her, but at length the 
duchess had the prosenco of mind to ring 
the bell, which brought a page, who with 
difficulty forced the intruder to retire. But 
little moro was thought of this piece of 
presumption, but ao short timo after the 
affair, the queen's apartments wero

miniature of tho quocn, ‘The thiol proved 


ed from plantation to plantation, assuming 
the air of royalty, and with so much digaity 
that many persons thought they were hon- 
oured when they wero permitted to kies her, 
hand, To all persons who found their way 
into her presence she was gracious, and ste 
was liberal in the promise of favours frm 
her own hand and from that of her rvyal 
sister, Ono woman was to have a placeacar 
her person ; a man was to be at the b f 
a regiment ; some persons were to br hoa- 
oured with preferments in the trasury, 
while other persons wero to be osskned to 
prominent positions in the army od ravy. 

There was no end to her liberality, aud her 
newly-found friends were equaly obliging, 
for they placed considerable suns at her dis- 

sal. For a season she lacked nothing— 
nothing till her fame reached she more nor- 
thern colonies, where Duvall, whe had heard 
these remarkable stories, reoguized in tho 
description of the Princess Matilda his rua- 
away bondwoman, and fothwith sought to 
recover her. The first stp vas to advertise 
her, which he did in thy following manner : 

Bush Creck, Frederic county, Maryland, 
October 11th, 1771. 

Ran away from th» svbscriber, a Convlet 
Servant, named SAFAK WILSON, but has 
changed her name to Lady Susanna Caro- 
line Matilda, whia made the public believe 
that she was herMajesty’s sister. Sho has 
a blemish in herright eye, black roll’d hair, 
stoops in tho shulders, and makes a common 
practice of wrting and marking her clothes 
with a Crown md B, Whoever secures the 
said servant wman, or will take her home, 
shall receive 5 pistoles, besides all cost of 
charges.

Wit! a document like that in circulation, 
backed by the efforts of her master to run 
her down, Sarah Wilson could make no 
losger continuing in any one place, She

The Free German Cities. 


(From the Pall Mall Gazette.) 


A very fair idea of the issues involved in 
Prince Bismarck’s latest raid upon the Ger- 
man froe ports may bo gathored from an 
inguiry into the relative prosperity of these 
places which are still enjoying the advant- 
ages of free trade and those which aro in- 
cluded in the German Zolivorcin. ‘Taking 
Bremen for an example, it will bo found 
that, whereas tn that centented little place 
the pace for foreign products rulo at prett; 
much the same rate as they do in England, 
the inhabitants of Oldenburg, scarcely half 
an hour distant, are almost strangers to tho 
advantage of enjoying articles not produced 
in Germany at aayihing approaching a rea- 
nonable price, Cotton goods, sugar, tea, 
and coffee aro there charged at noarly three 
times the amount asked for thom in tho free 
town; euch fruits as raisins, figs, and 
almonds—tho latter a very important in- 
gredicnt in many a German confection—aro 
almost too dear for common people to pur- 
chase ; while tobacco, almost a necessary to 
the Touton, is quadrupled in value direotly 
it onters tho Customs Union, As a result, 
tho inhabitants of Oldenburg aro almost 
uniformly poor, while their brethren of 
Bremon are rich, Operatic porformancos and 
other expensive delights, unknown in tho 
firat-named place, aro common in the latter. 
The unhappy people who havo tho misfor. 
tuno to bo under imporial taxation regard 
thoir more lucky neighbours with tho pro 
foundest envy, and sorrowfully comparo 
thoir suportor lot with their own, Very 
naturally, thoso who boast the advantages, 
therofore, of living in a froo town aro anx- 
jous that no step should be taken toward 
depriving thom ol their good fortune.

Pompeii. 


Pompeii, that beautiful and ill-fated city, 
buried underneath the shower of ashes, pum- 
ice, and stone cast forth from Vesuvius, 
B.C. 79, and first re-discovered in 1649, 
and now a ruin of world-wide interest, is 
said to have derived its name from the 
word pompe, with reference to the pom 
with which Hercules, its founder, celebra' 
hif victories. The frescoes, which have out- 
lived 1,759 years’ concealment, are brilliant 
yet in the forum and the temples, The art 
of fresco painting is still with us in practice, 
but the records of a medium of preservation 
so durable as to withstand the fire and damp 
of centuries,tis lost with the people, cunning 
and rich, whose hand wrought the beauties 
of Pompeii. In the houses of this excavated 
city the dining-hall is always found most 
beautifully decorated. In theae noble rooms 
the Romans reclined at feasts, at which 
small fortunes were expended, 

It is said of Lucullus that once, wishing 
to deceive Pompep or Cicero, wheff they in- 
sisted upon dining with him en famille, he 
simply sent word home that he would dine 
in the room called ‘‘the Apollo,” where it 
was said he never gave a supper for less 
than a sum amounting to $9,000 of our mo- 
ney. In the house of Scaurus the most 
marvellously rich frescoes adorned its walls, 
and lamps of bronze gave brilliant light, 
The tables were of citron wood, resting on 
ivory feet, apd werp covered with a plateau 
of solid silver, chased ‘and carved, weighing 
five hundred pounds. The three gouches 
were of bronze, overlaid with ornaments of 
silver, gold, aud tortoise-shell ; the feather 
cushions were of stuff of silk and threads of 
gold. Pliny says of the tables of citron- 
wood that they were made of the roots and 
knots, and prized for their veins and marks, 
which resembled a tiger’s skin or peacock’s 
tail.
